SPEED RELIEF 
FOR SOLDIERS. 


Harding Committee to Rush 
Report to President. 


Legion Men Will Brook no 
Delay in Inquiry, 


for Message. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—It is 
possible today to give in detail the 
work which will be done by the 
committee which President Hardink 
has named to speed up the work of 
relief for th ewounded and sick sol- 
diers of the United States. 

As soon as the committee assem- 
bles, it will send for the chief of- 
ficials of the War Risk Insurance 
Bureau, of the Vocational Training 
Bureau and the Public Health Serv- 
ice. All of them will be questioned 
in a quick endeavor to get explana- 
tions for the apparent fall down in 
relief work in past. American 
Legion officials from all parts of the 
country also will be summoned, and 
they will give at fret hand condi- 
tlons as they exist in the commun 
tles in which they live. 

BROOK NO DELAY. 

The work of the committee win 
be by the Legion men, who 
will be in the majority of the mem- 

ip. They will not brook de- 


bersh 
lay and it is believed that within 


three days they can give to Presi- 
dent Harding sufficient data to en- 
able him to send specific recommen- 
dations to Congress covering reitet 
work as a part of his annual mes- 
sage, which will be given to the 
two Houses on Tuesday, April 12. 
It ia the intention of the commit- 
tee to get the salient facts of ex- 
isting conditions, so that it can ten 
Cc through the President 
specifically how the wrongs can be 
rectified. The committee of Con- 
greas will have in concrete form, 
therefore, the recommendations of 
the committee indorsed by Amer- 
can Legion officers everyw and 
reinforced by the specific indorse- 
ment of the dent of the United 
States. It is said the American 
Legion men did not have to urge 
President Harding to the necessity 
of quick, hearty action in these 


cases. 

It seems certain now that quick- 
ly all the bureaus of the gov 
‘ment which have been ‘intruste: 
with the work of the soldier relief 
into one 
bureau and that the scattering 
of the past will be ended. 
new organization will be under the 
direct charge of one of the assist- 
ant secretaries of one of the de- 
partments of government, who will 
give virtually hig entire time to the 


work. 

It is not believed today that the 
bureau which grows out of the con- 
solidation will be compelled to 
look after the matter of pensions 
There was an intimation that pen- 
sions, as such, would be placed un- 
der the control of the new organ- 
mation, but the belief seems to be 
that such an addition to the work 
would cripple the machinery and 
delay the immediate relief of con- 
ditions as they exist. 

TO DEMAND HOSPITALS. 

Tt can be said now that Brig.-Gen. 
will not be a member of 
the committee, which will frame the 
work of reorganization and take 
means to insure ready relief for the 
men who need it so badly. Gen. 
Sawyer, however, will be consulted 
on questions which pertain to the 

rehabilitation of the sick. 

It is not the intention of the 
American Legion to recede from its 
demand for permanent hospitals. 
Money has been appropriated for 
new hospitals and it is the inten- 
tion of the Legion to stand by its 
guns in this matter, although there 
have been attempts to make it re- 
treat from its position. The Legion 
officials realize that it will take 
some time to build the hospitals, 
but while they are under construc- 
tion they know there are temporary 
hospitals at the cantonments, which 
quickly can be put into shape for 
the proper care of the sick and 
wounded. 

‘CARE FOR HEROES. 

It cannot be said yet, definitely, 
into what department of govern- 
ment the new organization will be 
placed, nor what assistant secretary 


|} will have charge of the work, but 


it can be taken for granted that 
the direction of affairs will be 
placed in a department best fitted 
to do the work and in the hands of 
an assistant secretary whose heart 
will be in his job. 

It is becoming daily plainer that 
the present administration intends 
to make the cause of the ex-service 
men its own. Some of the men who 
fought in France, or who did their 
hard service in the camps of this 
country, have been called to high 
places in the government. The heart 
interest of all of them is with their 
comrades who served in whatever 
rank in camp or field. 

The spirit of the service of these 
men already is making itself felt 
in every department of the govern- 
ment, and it has needed only the 
developments of the last few days 
in Washington to prove how ays- 
tematically it is being felt within 
the White House.

TO OUST MAYOR 
AS A GUARDIAN. 


Mismanaged Estate of Kean 


W oman, is Charge. 

— 
Petitioner Says Ill-Advised 
Loans Have Been Made. 


Snyder Leys Action to His 
“Political Enemies.” 


The removal of Mayor Snyder 
as guardian of the estate of Fannie 
E. Phillips, an insane colored wom- 
an, is asked for in a petition filed 
with the probate court yesterday by 
Kenneth C. Venerable, colored, who 
charged that the Mayor has “mis- 
managed and wasted the estate” of 
Miss Phillips. Presiding Judge 
Shenk of the Superior Court has set 
May 9 at 10 a.m, for a hearing on 
the petition, and Probate Judge 
Rives will, next week, issue a cita- 
tion for Mayor Snyder to appear in 
court. 

In setting forth his reasons for 
believing that the Mayor has mis- 
managed the woman's property, the 
petitioner charges that Mayor Sny- 
der, in his report filed with the 
court on Sept. 22, 1919, stares that 
he loaned $6000 from the estate to 
Boaz Duncan and wife, secured by 
a real estate mortgage, and the pe- 
titioner asserts that the property on 
which the loan was is assessed for 
only $1930, and further says, “no 
bank would loan to exceed 11500 
upon said property.” 

Further, Mr. Venerable, the pe- 
titioner, states that Mayor Snyder's 
report to the court showed that he 
loaned from the colored woman's 
estate, the sum of $5000 to Strong 
& Dickinson and H. H. Cotton, the 
latter formerly chairman of the 
County Democratic Central Commit- 
tee, and says “records of the case 
show that Frank R. Strong of 
Strong & Dickinson is one of M. P. 
Snyder's bondemen as guardian in 
said case.“ The petition also says: 
“Said guardian [Mayor Snyder] re- 
ports a balance on hand Oct. 6, 1913, 
of $109,611.06 and interest on said 
amount for six years was only $1960 
instead of over $4000, as it should 
have been had guardian used due 
dilicence.” 

Jewelry valued at $350 and a tot 
in San Diego belonging to Miss 
Phillips has not been accounted for. 
the petitioner states, and he states 
that he “believes the same should be 
accounted for to this court.” 


BLAMES POLITICAL FOES. 


Mayor Snyder attributed the ac- 
tion to his political enemies. 
statement concerning the petition 
follows: { 

“T have nothing to conceal “tn re- 
gard to my handling of this estate. 
The fact that my recent report to 
the Probate Court was approved 
shows that it was satisfactory to the 
court. 

“I shall be perfectly willing t6 go 
into court and set forth all the 
transactions since I took over this 
estate, as I consider all of them 
were proper. 
his petition has been instigated 
by my political enemies and it has 
been done to injure me on the eve 
of a municipal campaign. I have 
nothing to fear.” 

The records show that Mayor 
Snyder was appointed guardian of 
Fannie E. Phillips in April, 1916, 
his attorney of record at the time 
being John W. Mitchell, now presi- 
dent of the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion. Mr. Mitchell said yesterday 
that he had had no connection with 
the case for many years.

The two  easterners, 
who are coming at the invitation 
of the City * were recom- 
mended to that body by the Ameri- 
can Association of Engineers and by 
the American Society of Civil En- 
gineersa. 

ADVISES MANY CITIES. 

All three men have had extensive 
experience in connection with sew- 
ers and water systems. Mr. Fuller. 
aman of 52 years of age. is a grad- 
uate of the Massachusetts School of 
Technology and a post-graduate of 
the University of Rertin.

EXPANSION EVIDENCE.

One wonders why recent grand 
juries have not made more vigorous 
protests, why our public officials who 
know from contatt how horrible the 
conditions really are have not made 
louder outcries against such abuses. 
New jails cost to be- sure, 
and we are now hea taxed. But 
the public conscience cannot afford to 
be too closely linked to the public 
purse. Honest poverty deserves alike 
consideration and respect. If the pro- 
tection of life and property compels 
the detention in prisons of those sus- 
pected of the commission of crime, it 
should also compel human and gener- 


ous treatment. 


The Times is not in the habit of con- 
doning violence. It is doubtless true 
that lawless characters in the jails have 


‘taken advantages of the crowded con- 


dition to foment discord. But The 
Times refuses to blind itself to the fact

Most of us would be glad to hazard 
the handicaps and take the meney. if 
any should come our way. And yet the 
precise effect which unearned money 
has on a man ig @ subject much dis- 
euseed and much 4iffered about. And 


there is certainly « widespread belief 
that much money is dangerous to a 
young man, that success and hap- 
piness are mest probable if he has to 
make his own way. A n 
large number of people act upon this 
belief. For instance, within the last 


come to the attention of the public, 
In one of these a young man, Charles 
Garland, refused to accept a bequest 
of a quarter of a million dollars. He 
gave no reason for his refusal, but 
simply infermed the trustees of the 
estate that he was not interested in 
the money and would not take it. In 
the other ease, the will of a multi- 
millionaire, Marshall Field. was 
found to provide that his grandsons 
should not have the full use of his 
estate until each had reached the 
of 50 years. The Field will specifi- 
cally states that this action is taken 
to vent the heirs from “leading 
lives of luxury and idleness.” 
Whatever Garitand’s motive may 
have been in refusing a fortune, 
Fields motive in tying his up is thus 
plainly announced.

This question has been debated by 
the * — of words, and yet it has 
never been anywhere near settled. 
The reason seems to be that, while 
there has been much talk, there has 
been little investigation. Our psy- 
chologiets are just beginning te in- 
vestigate such practical and vi 
questions as this, We may expect 
some real light on the question in 
the next few years. 

Alfred Russell Wallace, the friend 
and follower of Darwin, was one who 
firmly believed that wealth was a 
curse to a young man, and that in- 
herittance of wealth should be done 
away with. Frank Harris is another 
man of undoubted intelligence who 
is fond of making the same assertion. 
But in both cages, it is merely asser- 
tion backed up by a little theorizing. 
Let some investigator gather all pos- 
sible instances of young men who 
have inherited money, let him find 
out just what each one accomplished, 
and trace, as far as possibile, what et- 
fect the money had on their careers. 
Buch a man would be worth listen- 
ing to, because he would have some 
evidence as well as argument to offer. 

Meantime, it is pretty clear that 
we believe what we want to believe. 
It is comforting to think that we 
may achieve much if we only get a 
good education and work hard— that 
these factors are more important 
than heredity. It is also comfort- 
ing for those of us who have no 
money to believe that we have there- 
by escaped a curse, and are happier 
and more successful than we would 
ave been if we had inherited mil- 

ons.

oods on “Heredity and Royalty.” 
Mr. Woods studted the histories of 
all the royal families in Europe 
with a view to discovering whether 
in these families—chosen because 
eo much information about them can 


tary or not. He also seta out to dis- 
cover whether these families have 
tended to degenerate by reason of 
their luxurious lives, as they are 
‘popularity believed to do. Here 
en, is a real statistical study of the 
effect of inheritod wealth on a great 
umber of men and women-—over 
60 are studied individually. 
Woods, who is a biologist first and 
historian only second, reaches the 
emphatic conclusion that in royal 
families, wealth and luxury have not 
tended. to produce degeneration. He 
proves, to his own satisfaction, that 
when such families have shown a 
decline in ability or power, it has 
always been due to hereditary infiu- 
ences, Usually inbreeding is not 
the cause, either. The cause usual- 
ly is an unwise marriage. Some 
nee marries an obscure woman 
who te stupid, commonplace, or un- 
| healthy. The next generation 
shows the effect of the bad cross. 
Two or three such marriages, and 
the blood of the royal family, nearly 
always of excellent quality to start 
with, is diluted with weaknesses 
88 ultimately lead to its down- 


Woods shows that some ro 
families, like that of Portugal. for 
example, have produced men of 
high capacity for as much as twelve 
enera s without a break. Then, 
vue to the introduction of inferior 
blood, this same line in a few genera- 
tions has literally gone to pieces. 

These conclusions of Woods seem 
to agree with those of the modern 
scientists in general. Modern science 
believes that a

OFFICER HUNTED 


Five Armed Autoists Abduct 
Street Superintendent. 


Escape is Made in Motor Car 
Believed Stolen. 


Plot to Rob Beverly Hills 
Bank Suspected. 


Five armed men believed to have 
been planning to hold up the First 
National Bank of Beverly Hills, yes- 
terday morning abducted C. B. Dun- 
can, Superintendent of Streets of 
Beverly Hun, and after forcing him 
into an automobile drove to a clump 
of encalyptus trees near Culver City, 
where he wag released. He walked 
to a near-by farm house and from 
there returned to Beverly Hills. With 
the exeaption of a small cut on his 
face, the street superintendent was 
not injured. 

Deputy Sheriffs Cronin and 
Sweezy. who were sent to investigate 
the abduction in company with con- 
stable Roberts of Sherman, later 
found an abandoned automobile 
which had recently been stolen from 
L. R. Chapman, 707 Ferguson Bulld- 
ing, on Pico Boulevard, below the 
water tower near the Hillcrest Coun- 
try Club, and it ig believed that this 
is the machine that was used by the 
abductors. The engine of the auto- 
mobile was hot when found by the 


° 
ABDUCTED IN PARK. 

Mr. Duncan was abducted while 
crossing a park on the north end of 
the Beverly Hills townsite. Miss 
Marian N. Swinder and Miss Olive 


Moore, employees of the First Na- 
tional Bank, telephoned to Mr. Dun- 
can and urged him to come to the 
bank when they saw four men in 
the park acting in a suspicious man- 
ner. Miss Moore suggested that 
the street superintendent hide in 
the vault of the bank, to protect the 
young women if the men in the park 
were really bandits. Instead of this, 
Mr. Duncan suggested that he take a 
walk across the park and get a look 
at the automobile in which the sus- 
picious characters had ridden to the 
park. Mr. Duncan stated that he 
walked across the park just as the 
four bandits walked along Santa 
Monica Boulevard away from the 
bank. He said he believed he vould 
walk to the automobile and return to 
the bank before the men detected 
him. As he neared,the automobile. 
however, he noticed a man sitting In 
the car, and at the same time, as 
he turned around, he noticed the 
other men returning.

hour yesterday nothing more was 
heard of the men. 

According to a description of the 
men given by Mr. Duncan and the 
young women in-the bank, they 
were all young, with the exception 
of the guard left at the car, who is 
described as about 40 or 45 years 
of age.

RAIL RATE WAR. 


Northwestern Exchange Head 
Here for Conference, 


May Ship Apples by Sea to 
Atlantic Ports. 


Freight Tariffs Are Declared |, 


Ruinous to Growers. 


That the fresh fruit industry of 
the northwest is facing a crisis be- 
cause of high railroad freight rates 
was the statement yesterday of 
Howard G. Fletcher, sales manager 
of the Northwestern Fruit Exchange, 
who arrived here from Seattle. 

Fietcher will confer today with 
Don Francisco, advertising manager 
of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change, relative to the possibility of 
combining all producers and ship- 
pers on the Pacific.Coast in a body 
to combat the prevailing rail rates. 

“The latest increase in freight, 
meant 265 cents tacked onto 


ppl,“ declared Fletcher. 
is almost prohibitive. The rai 
overlooked the fact that it is the 
producer and not the consumer who 
has to pay these additional charges. 

“If it were possible for the con- 
sumer to stand the extra costs, they 
would be distributed among millions 
of people, but marketing conditions 
do not permit this. The producers, 
who number only a few thousand, 
must stand the heavy burden. 

“The entire fruit and lumber in- 
Justries of the northwest are in 
Jeopardy because of the advanced 
railroad rates. Something must be 
done to save these industries from 
ruin. season more than 10,000 
growers operated at a loss in the ap- 
ple districts. 

“The unreasonable freight rates 
must stop or the entire Pacific Coast 
will be seriously affected. The citrus 
industry has already started to ship 
by water and the apple people are 
considering this move. I might state 
that if we ever do ship by steamer 
from Seattie to the Atlantic points, 
we will never return to the rail 
method.”
